Section 1. That for the purpose o: 


raising money to pay for obligations

emergencies resulting 


from an epidemic of smallpox by vir 
me of an act of the General Assembly 
of the State of Ohio, entitled "An act 
co amend sections 2835, 2S36 and 2837 
and to repeal section 2837 A of the Re 
vised Statutes of Ohio, authorizing the 
issue of bonds by Cities, Villages 
Hamlets and Townships, passed April 
29, 1902, bonds "of the City of Newark 
Ohio, shall be issued in denominations 
of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.000)

Early in the campaign John H. 


Clarke, through Chairman Salen, chal- 
lenged Senator Hanna to a debate.

Below is the copy of a letter receiv- 


ed by Miss Cora B. Ilonry from Miss 
Catherine Goggin and Miss Margaret 
Haley, outlining the work of the Chi- 
cago Teachers' Federation. These two 
women are the distinguished lady prin- 
cipals that so successfully conducted 
the cases through the city and state 
courts^ whereby certain corporations 
were forced to pay their share of taxes. 
The result was the turning of $000,000 
into the city treasury, a quarter of a 
million of which went to the schools. 


"The Chicago Teachers' Federation 


was organized early in 1897. The ob- 
ject of its organization was to secure 
for teachers all the rights and privi- 
leges to which they are entitled, the 
consideration of such subjects as it 
deemed fitting to c6me before the Fed- 
eration, the support of the pension law 
and the study cf parliamentary law. 


As you may imagine, the first clause 


of the subject was the one nearest the 
heart of its organizer and its first was 
decided to secure an increase of salary 
for the rank and file of the teachers. 
OnJy this rank and file is eligible to 
membership, as if had been, found by 
experience that the presence of the 
supervising element dampened enthus- 
iasm. and hindered' tte freedom of Ut- 
terance of those engaged in the actual 
work. 


The first accomplished work of the 


Federation was the securing of what 
is known in Chicago as the '98 salary 
schedule, which, -contemplated giving 
to the grade teachers of ten years and 
more experience $1,000 per year.- Pre- 
vious to the work:of the Federation 
the maximum salary''in the grades had 
been $300 and' $825. • 


Owing to lack of revenue this '98 


schedule was never entirely enforced, 
and the next work of the Federation 
was to investigate and learn, if pos- 
sible, what was the cause of this lack 
of revenue. Early in its investigation 
it was learned1 that the shortage of 
funds was due in. a very large degree 
to the evasion of taxes on the part of 
public utility corporations. 
The Fed- 


eration accordingly -detailed two of its 
members to carry on their investiga- 
tions, and if it seemed feasible, to ap- 
ply the remedy. ; This was done, and 
as a result of tne'^w'tfrk of the Federa: 
tion, the Board ofr Education, as well 
as the other departments of the city, 
have been, very largely benefited. 


A year ago about $600,000 cash was 


turned into the city treasury as the 
result of the Federation's litigation, 
being back taxes fofJffie year 1900. 


I have riot at' hand ^tie exact amount 


of increase for -1901 ancV1902 for the 
entire city, but'in round- 'numbers will 
say that the Board of 'Education has 
received approximately a quarter of a 
million additional revenue both these 
years. 
{ 


Owing -to a dfffereH.ce' -of opinion of 


the Board of Education and the Chi- 
cago Teachers' t Federation as to 
whether or 'not the teachers were en- 
titled to- back "salary for the year 1900 
to the extent that the salary schedule 
then in force was not met by the 
board, the Federation instituted legal 
proceedings restraining the payment 
of approximately $250,000 to any other 
purpose than the payment of back sal- 
ary until this question could be deter- 
mined. 
These proceedings have not yet been 


concluded, but the suit comes up next 
month. Meantime, the money realized 
through the Federation's work remains 
tied up in the hands of the city treas- 
urer. 


The work of the Federation, as you 


doubtless know through the newspa- 
pers, has aroused a great interest, not 
only in. Illinois, but throughout the 
country. 


The direct result of the Federation's 


work in Chicago is shown in, first, the 
increase in salary granted by the 
Board of Education last year, the open- 
ing and extension of the evening 
chools, the increase in the kindergar- 
ten department, the reopening of th" 
manual training an-1 household 
arts 


department, and the permanent rais- 
ing of the minimum wage of the class 
room teachers from $500 to Sn50. Ev- 
ery teacher in the service received a 
S50 raise, but. this increasing of the 
minimum wage seems to me the most 
important step. 


The shortage of revenue had practi- 


cally wiped out tlr- evening schools. 
kindergartens, manual training 
and 


household arts department and the 
added revenue realised by the board 
through the Federation's work has per- 
mitted these departments to again be- 
come integral parts of the system.
